For the first time in the history of 
road building in America, theory of 
construction was transferred from 
the inside meeting place of engineers 
to the field of practice upon the high­ 
way by 300 engineers and contractors 
when they came together recently at 
Paris, 111., to witness the manner and 
method by which a monolithic brick 
read is built. 
The methoJ of laving 
brick in the green concrete was dem­ 
onstrated in detail by the execution 
of every step from the preparation of 
the roadbed to the completion of the 
pavement.. 


The machinery used and method of 
performing the wrork upon the occas­ 
ion is credited to Engineer W. T. 
Blackburn and Contractor Alan P a r­ 
rish, under whose supervision the ex­ 
hibit was displayed. Among the spec­ 
tators were members of highway de­ 
partments of seven states, while rep­ 
resentatives from universities num­ 
bered more than two score. 
Editors 
of engineering journals especially 
displayed great eagerness in observ­ 
ing details of construction about 
which they have written in the past 
i so approvingly. Others present were 


those deeply interested in the eco­ 
nomical problem of road building 
that is now so acute with every user 
of the highways. 
A ll of these visitors expressed a 
deep appreciation for this unusual 
opportunity and particularly for tho 
economical methods strongly appar- 
!ent. 
The convictions which w ill be 
carried back to various sections con­ 
cerning economy in road building as 
expressed by many of those present 
will save to the country thousands o'. 
dollars, as a thing seen is believed in 
without doubt or foreboding.

Chicago’s Health Department Begins 
Its Test Today. 
Chicago, Nov. 2b.— Six men and six 
women employes of the city health de­ 
partment Sunday voted to eat nothing 
for two weeks but the scientific diet 
provided bv a public economy commis­ 
sion in an attempt to demonstrate the 
theories of the commission that the 
high cost of living is due in a great 
degree to the apparent willingness of 
the public to pay any price demanded 
for its luxuries and that the public’s 
health, as well as its purse, would be 
improved by an intelligent diet. 
Dr. John H ill Robertson, health com­ 
missioner of Chicago, says he expects 
to feed the twelve for $20 a week, or 
at a trifle more than eight cents a 
meal for each person. 
The squad weighed in this morning 
and their weight w ill 
be 
carefully 
watched each day of the two weeks. 
They 
w ill 
be given three carefully 
prepared meals each day. 
They are 
expected to do their regular work and 
will be permitted to drink only water 
between meals. 
A big commission merchant who ad­ 
mitted he had profited by high prices 
to d a y attributed the increase to th#' 
supine public.
